Two persons living in the Apple-

No alarm was 
felt for their safety until they fail- 
ed to return Sunday.

Astonishing Normality of the American Voters 
So many things in the world are 


in turbulent change that it is some- 
thing of a surprise to discover how 
altogether normal was the behavior 
of the Americal electorate Tuesday. 
Though the outer world is con- 
vulsed, though the 
tremors 
and 


echoes of the convulsion can be 
felt and heard here, the ebb and 
flow of the political tides in Amer- 
ica are still as regular as they have 
been lor 
the past eighty years. 


Though the issues change, though 
local and regional affairs often fol- 
low independent lines, for the na- 
tion as a whole it is still true that 
the conservative mood lasts ap- 
proximately twelve years and the 
innovating mood lasts approximate- 
ly eight years. 


The innovating mood, which ex- 


presses itself as the New Deal, be 
came dominant in the mid-term 
elections of 1930. This is 1938 and 
it has run its course. It was pre- 
cetled by a conservation phase, 
known as "normalcy." It became 
dominant in the mid-term elections 
of 1918 and lasted for twelve years 
—until 1930. Conservative "nor- 
malcy" was preceded by an inno- 
vating phase known as Theodore 
Roosevelt's Bull Moose and Wood- 
row Wilson's New Freedom. It be- 
came dominant at the mid-term 
elections of 1910 and lasted for cighi 
years, until 1918. It was preceded 
by the conservatism of McKinlc> 
and Mark Hanna, somewhat modi- 
fied in its later years but not pro- 
foundly 
changed 
by 
Presiden 


Theodore Roosevelt. This conser 
vative phase first manifested i'sel: 
at the mid-term elections of 1894 
became dominant in the election1 
of 189G, and showed a strong ten 
dency to disintegrate in the last feu 
years of Theodore Roosevelt's sec 
one! term. 
They Might Prolong It 
By Shifting: With Tide 


Judging by past experience, on

and why are they so amazingly 
regular? 
We talk of "tides." Buti 


actually, of course, these alternat- 
ng moods of conservatism and in- 
novation take place in' the minds 
and sentiments of the individual 
voters. For it is not true that every 
boy and every gal that's born into 
the world is either a little liberal or 
else a little conservative. The fact 
;hat 
at one time Calvin Coolidge 


was the idol of the people and that 
five years later Franklin Roosevelt 
was the idol, shows that even Gil- 
bert and Sullivan could be wrong, 
!hat the same voters are conserva*- 
tive at one time and innovating at 
another. So the question is: What 
causes the individual to change las 
mood? 


The answer, I believe, is some- 


thing like this: The predominant 
mood, that is to say the one which 
is most general in the American 
people, and also the strongest, is 
the mood of conservatism, that is to 
say. the will to hold on to what they 
have, to protect and maintain their 
property, their position in the com- 
munity, their 
customary rights. 


When they have felt entirely secure 
in these things for 'a sufficiently 
long time, they become ready to 


has been and still is normally con- 
servative, and that its innovating 
mood is shorter than its conserva- 
tive mood. It is a very good thing.' 
For it shows that the great mass 
of the people who determine the 
destiny of the Republic are deep- 
ly attached to it, are attached to it 
by sentiment and by personal in- 
terest. And as long as this is the 
fact, the democratic way of life is 
secure. For this conservatism is the 
only thing that will 
effectively 


check, before it runs to extremes, 
the radicalism that divides the peo- 
ple and evokes the reaction that 
destroys their liberties. 


The 
unmistakable 
lesson, 
it! 


seems to me, to be drawn from the, 
failure of democracy in so many 
parts of the world is that democra- 
cy depends upon the existence of 
a great mass of people who are 
essentially conservative 
in that 


they already possess property, po- 
sition and rights, and who can be 
humane, tolerant and idealistic be- 
cause they feel secure in the es- 
sentials. Europe is revolutionary 
today because this central mass has 
been impoverished, and in some 
countries ruined, by the war, by 
inflation and by bad government. 
Democracy has had no effective de-

Wilson re- 
fused to believe the election re- 
turns of 1918 and his last two years 
were a disaster. Hoover made the 
same political mistake. He tried to 
swim against the tide, not realizing 
that the tide was bound to change. 


which 
conservative governments 


have neglected. They turn to the 
innovators, and their enthusiasm 
grows while obvious abuses arc be- 
ing corrected. But it cools as soon 
as the innovators begin to invade 
the 
essentials 
of 
conservatism, 


when for example, they threaten 
property in general, say by wild 
spending, or law and order by tol- 
erating the sitdown strike, or the 
social discipline under which work 
is rewarded and idleness punished, 
as in some of the administration of 
relief. Then the instinct to con- 
serve, which is much stronger than 
the instinct to innovate, asserts it- 
self, and the political tide changer.

years—two before 
a progressive

cane—is that it takes just about 
four years under our form of gov- 
ernment to pass the reforms that 
were demanded and then to make 
the mistakes that will cause the 
reaction.

challenge to conservative Democrats and Republicans 
»to combine and break Roosevelt in the next session of 
fcongress, on th'e cry that be wants to be a dictator, 
lit may, if persisted in, provoke attempts early in the 
^coming session to adopt a resolution in the senate 
^condemning a third term as "unwise, unpatriotic and 
I fraught with peril to our free institutions." Exactly 
I that resolution was proposed during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration by Senator LaFollette. Furthermore it 
[was adopted by a vote of 56 to 26. It had the support 
(of 37 Democratic senators. 


That is what New Dealers are exposing Roosevelt 


| to by their third term drive. 


Such a battle would unloose again a stream of high- 


powered demagogery on both sides. It would sharply 
divide the country and distract attention from the im- 


Raymond Clapper portant business of facilitating recovery and of get- 
ting the bugs out of the New Deal agencies that public opinion wants 
retained. 
Second, the election results give little hope that a fight for a third- 


term could succeed. Roosevelt would be subjected to a monumental hu- 
miliation from which his record up to now entitles him to be spared.

IS STALE 


Sheridan Downey, California's senator- 


elect, who answers to the breakfast call of 
Ham and Eggs, has revealed the necessity 
of a new quality in those seeking high of- 
fice, or at least the sharpening and exten- 
sion of an old one. 


It was not necessary for Mr. Downey 


to invent the idea of $30-every-Thursday, 
moving and poetic as was the title, but it 
•was necessary for him to realize its mar- 
velous qualities of deception and then 
pounce upon it with the purpose of using 
all sorts of high pressure salesmanship 
that it might be converted to his own ad- 
vantage. 


We suppose there will be those who 


talk about the cruelty of setting steel traps 
for the feet of the aged, but they overlook 
a fundamental characteristic in all those 
who belong to the pestiferous cult of re- 
formers. Mr. Downey's principles necessi- 
tate his getting ham and eggs whether oth- 
ers do or not. It may all be immoral, even 
reprehensible, but you've got to admit that 
the Downey plan was about the slickest 
thing ever promulgated since some gam- 
bling sharks took the bank roll at Monte 
Carlo with electric contrivances at the 
turn of the century. 


Of course Downey must have known 


that the $30-every-Thursday was a skin 
game from start to finish, a hoax with as 
much milk as a piece of granite. But the 
proposition was to make it seem warm 
and affectionate and induce a heart throb 
in the oldsters that it really had a chance. 
To accomplish this purpose it must never 
be taken up as a party matter. The old 
dodge, the ancient doublecross known as 
the referendum is employed instead. A 
referendum 
always sounds' 
democratic 


even if it were voting death for an unbe- 
liever. Downey could therefore pose as a 
consistent liberal, a liberal always, while 
he shunted the oldsters into a blind alley 
expecting the majority 
of the 
people 


•would be practical enough to defeat the 
plan, as they were, and realizing that if it 
happened to carry it must sink of its own 
•weight anyway. 


In the meantime Mr. Downey, to be 


known to fame as Ham and Eggs, and 
upon the back of whose ears was im- 
pressed the President's stamp of approval 
as a great liberal, clawed his way to power 
with hands and feet, sank his talons and 
the hobnails on his boots into the oldsters' 
backs to pull himself up and sink his teeth 
into that delectable breakfast dish for- 
ever more while the oldsters, palsied and 
shaking and many of them still badly 
fooled, murmur something about, "Well, 
his intentions were good." 


And so,.sometimes, do great ringmas- 


ters, big fellows with blaring, bellowing 
voices, pour on the oil and salve together 
while they remark offstage, "Who ever 
thought they could be so easy?" 


Yet as reason returns to the people 


and they wash the rheum from out their 
eyes and peer critically at these toe danc- 
ers and trapeze swingers, a bitter resent- 
ment at the 
wretched wrongdoing of 


which they have been the gullible pawns 
is likely to develop. 


Probably by 1940 most of these infec- 


tions will be out of the American blood 
and the gyp artists will be chased back to 
the alleys compelled to operate shiftily be- 
tween the beats of the patrolman. 


Downey might not find that so easy. 


STANDARD OIL FURNISHES A CASE 


The recent announcement of the Stand- 


ard Oil company modifying its dividend 
policy in order to use its cash to modern- 
ize its worldwide plants is a large sized 
example of what happened to the country 
when a fine star-gazing law was enacted, 
and which still is important although sub- 
stantially repealed because Mr. Roosevelt 
insists that its principle must be retained. 


The Standard Oil is about to expend 


175 millions of dollars. It could, of course, 
bomnv the money because ils credit is 
high and the market is dry of securities. 
But great loans are hazards and the indus- 
trialist wants to have his plant clear of 
liability just as much as the home owner, 
So the Standaid Oil changed its dividend 
policy. 
It is issuing more stock to its 


stockholders and keeping its cash to pay 
for labor and materials. 
This is a hard- 


ship upon the government which depends 
largely for income taxes upon dividends 
paid to stockholders. 
But it is a good 


thing for Standard Oil and an excellent 
thing for labor and other industries. 


If prosperity is again upon our door- 


step and to be preserved it behooves the 
country to watch 
this 
administration 


with careful eye lest another of its "good- 
hearted" but carelessly considered laws 
drain away the natural resources that be- 
long to employment merely to provide 
more income for a political organization 
that is spending wildly. 


OCR WORLD TRADE 


America faces a difficult problem. 
Japan is creating one obstruction, Ger- 


many, Russia and Italy have created an- 
other. 


Japan has quite bluntly informed the 
A 


world that her "immutable policy" in 
China is in reality the slamming of the 
socalled open door to all foreign trade. 


China with its hundreds of millions, 


and its backwardness, presents a great po- 
tential market for America, but a mutual 
market nevertheless. 


Russia, with her more than 150 mil- 


lion people, presents another fertile mar- 
ket but one that is despoiled by her form 
of government because not a single Rus- 
sian can buy a single thing abroad. 


Germany and Italy are together in the 


act of finishing off the economic policies 
of Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Jugoslavia, 


Rumania, Bulgaria, Estonia, Latvia, Lith- 
uania, Turkey and Greece; and their poli- 
cies are bound to be felt more or less in 
the securing of business orders for them in 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden and Poland. 


Moreover, Rome and Berlin are fever- 


ishly at work in every country to the south 
of us clear to the Strait of Magellan. The 
methods employed are unorthodox and ir- 
regular. Hitting in the clinches or under 
the belt line is to be expected. Terms of 
trade and juggling with currencies are de- 
viously employed to affect price structures 
and gain orders under false pretenses. 


What is America to do? Secretary Hull 


says, "We are seeking to bring about a res- 
storation of sound economic conditions as 
a necessary foundation of durable peace." 
And then he continued that "without ex- 
pansion of international trade based upon 
fair dealings and equal treatment for all 
there can be no stability or security within 
nations," all of which is very true. 


Mr. Hull has been one of the bright 


lights in an 
administration 
otherwise 


known for its business ineptitude. 
It is 


apparent that while his methods are pre- 
cise, just and sensible the world has been 
turned topsy-turvy through the injustice 
of the Versailles Treaty which, in turn, 
has given Japan a pretext for going ber- 
serk. Force or the threat of force is still 
a potent salesman of a country's goods. 
We all know now that had the Treaty of 
Versailles been written upon a just basis 
and tarried out in an honorable manner, 
half or more of the world's woes would 
never have occurred. 


But can we obtain a correction of 


world inequalities or a leveling of the 
wrongs of the past without force or the 
threat of force? 


Good business creates a 
prosperity 


which in turn builds the contentment of a 
people. But you cannot have good busi- 
ness in the world while the armament and 
munition factories are working night and 
day any more than an industry can be 
conducted to good advantage while a mob 
is milling around the gates. 


Never did conditions abroad indicate 


more clearly however to America her 
course for the future. She will iWe her 
hands full in the Western Hemisphere. 
But she has big and farreaching hands 
and can make her influence a potent fac- 
tor for good if she does not weaken it by 
attempting to extend it too far. 


Of course she will work for peace as a 


matter of certainty but not the peace of 
retreat. 


If Japan can close China's door to us 


she cannot complain if we close South 
America's door to her. If Germany closes 
off all eastern Europe from us she must 
not be surprised to learn she can get no 
supplies from the western world. 


The proposition of world trade must be 


entirely fair—give and take, mutual in the 
highest respect. 


America can easily take care of herself 


in this world so far as power, influence, 
business and industry are concerned, but 
it will require a clear understanding and'a 
firm hand just the same.

The Flower Woman is up early. Her efficient 


little station wagon, laden with fresh cut flow- 
ers, if rolling across the Queensborough bridge 
into Manhattan long before the Pleasure Peo- 
ple have awakened from the previous evening's 
gayety. 


A mere nine years ago the Flower Woman 


was rich. Her husband was in Wall Street. They 
had more gold than they could ever spend. That 
was before 1929's Black October when the bot- 
tom dropped out of Prosperity. 


The Wall Street man was wiped out. All that 


was left for him and his wife was their estates 
on Long Island—a rather useless estate because 
it was given over almost entirely to flowers. 


The man died. His widow was left with noth-

Every morning she comes with her blooms. 


Perhaps it is to the Colony Club, ultra swanky, 
that she goes first. From the bowls on the ta- 
bles there she carefully removes the flowrrs 
which she had placed there the day before. In 
their stead she arranges fresh ones. 


From the Colony she goes to the Versailles. 


The flowers she removed from the Colony's 
tables are placed in flower bowls at the Ver- 
sailles, replacing bouquets which she carefully 
preserves and which an hour later will decor- 
ate tables in some other restaurant. 


The business of transferring flowers from 


one place to another goes on for several hours. 
In some cases flowers are changed from one 
restaurant to another between luncheon and 
dinner; but only the more pretentious places 
require such service. 


The cost of fresh flowers to the restaurateurs 


is trivial under the rental plan, compared with 
what it would be if the restaurants had to buy 
them. It amounts to only a few cents per day 
per table. The plan has the further advantags of 
assuring constant freshness. Even, those cafes 
who may receive third or fourth "run" flowers 
—at a correspondingly lower cost—get flowers 
that are as fresh as many they might buy. 


The flower woman also "services" the floral 


centerpieces herself—sees that the water is 
fresh, the bowls shiny and that the flowers are 
arranged artistically. Thus the cafe owners 
have no floral worries whatever. 


I feel better since I heard about the Flower 


woman. The bowls of blooms on the cafe tables 
mean something now. It is satisfying to know 
that a woman who wouldn't bow to double de- 
feat—loss of fortune and of husband—placed 
them there. 


The Floral Racketeers: 


There is one flower girl type that is a nightly 


nuisance. She is the Pretty Thing who wanders 
among the tables at some night clubs selling 
gardenias. You buy them from peddlers on the 
street-for a dime, but the Flower Girl asks a 
dollar—and expeds a tip. 


Her technique is io approach the lady, in a 


party at a table and hold the flower against the 
customer's dress, remarking how beautifully it 
sets off her beauty. The idea, of course, is to 
make the gentleman escort feel obligated to biy. 


If the money went to Put the Girl Through 


College, or Support her Sick Mother, it would- 
n't be so bad; but it doesn't. It goes to the con- 
cessionaire, who generally is a big strong fel- 
low; and I do not like to encourage big strong 
fellows who use girls to sell gardenias.

Of some 3,000 
violations, only two or three hun- 
dred ever got publicity. In no in- 
stance did the fanfare over a liquor 
administration case compare with 
the excitement stirred up over the 
utilities "death sentence" litigation. 


Has Own Whipping Post 


Th,e alcohol control law provides 


its own whipping post for recalcit- 
rant liquor interests but with rare 
exceptions the whipping is admin- 
istered in private. 


The alcohol administration, itself 


educated by an effort to operate 
under the 
NIRA codes, largely 


wrote its own bill and it was passe"d 
by congress with little change. Part 
of it was modeled after earlier in- 
come tax procedure followed by the 
treasury. 
» 


Under the system, most violations 


of liquor control regulations may 
be quietly compromised between 
the government and the offending 
operator, in the same way as cer- 
tain income tax delinquencies. It 
saves embarrassment to the indus- 
try and to the individual liquor 
operator, and gives the administra- 
tion a tool for control with which 
it seems well satisfied. 


Suppose Joe Doakes is a repre- 


sentative in Indiana and Illinois for 
the Spivis Hot-Mix Cocktail com- 
pany. He is introducing a new line 
of liquor and finds the going tough. 
So he suggests to a few wholesalers 
that he will pay their salesmen $1 
a case bonus to push hot-mix cock- 
tails. 


Sales speed up. As usual, how- 


ever, some other company learns 
what is going on and complains to 
the administration. Bonuses are il- 
legal. The administration hauls the 
Hot-Mix company on the carpet. 


There's A Reckoning 


If the Hot-Mix company can 


demonstrate that Joe Doakes paid 
the illegal bonus without any au- 
thority from the head office, the 
penalty may be light It usually 
isn't levied as a flat fine. The com- 
pany is advised by letter that due 
to the non-willful nature of its vio- 
lation the administration will ac- 
cept a compromise. It points out 
that another company in a similar 
fix squared itself by paying $250 
into the treasury. 


Not all get off that easy. Where j 


the company willfully violates the 
law by an illegal plan of advertis- 
ing, or faking labels, or like evils, 
it is pretty likely to be publicly 
cited. Very few lose permits but 
two score or more have been sus- 
pended. A suspension of 90 days 
might put an operator out of busi- 
ness.

published. 
One $10,000 fine was 


collected in 1936. and a few $5.000 
fines have been taken since. Collec- 
tions for 1937 fiscal year were $14,- 
535 and climbed to. $44.316 for the 
1938 fiscal year ending last July.

For the American government to 


ignore this attempt by a 
foreign 


power to control American opinion 
by threats would be in itself an act 
of acquiescence unlike the tradi- 
tional spirit of this country. Un- 
doubtedly 
some 
representations 


will be made on this point through 
diplomatic channels, if indeed they 
have not already been transmitted 
to the German Embassy in Wash- 
ington. 


Forfeits Respect 


What interests people here 
far 


more than this aspect, however, is 
the gradual alienation of American 
opinion by the Nazis which is going 
on now and which cannot but re- 
sult some day in the breaking off 
of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Germany, a move 
which other nations would then fol- 
low. There would appear to be 
little desire here to maintain rela- 
tions with a government which has 
forfeited the respect of mankind 
and has almost outdone the bar- 
barisms of the middle ages. 


The deepest sympathy is felt here 


for the German people who are un- 
der such duress that they cannot 
make their protests felt.

IDENTIFYING DUCKS 


By Jack Connor 


E 


VERY duck camp I've ever 
been in has been lull of argu- 
ments about how to tell one 


duck from another on the wing. 
Take a census of any duck hunting 
party and you will find the educa- 
tion of most of the hunters is lim- 
ited to telling a mallard from a 
teal. My own experience has been 
largely limited to the Minnesota 
duck passes, but what prevails in 
this region also is characteristic of 
the entire area within the Missis- 
sippi flyway. And I'll venture that 
not one duck hunter in ten can tell 
a redhead from a canvasback on 
the wing, and some of them can't 
tell you what they've got when the 
bird is in the bag. 


Features of Species 


I am indebted to a handy book- 


let by Mark Buckman for much of 
the following information which 
am giving you in the belief that the 
more we know about wild life the 
more we will be interested in its 
protection. 


Practically all female ducks are 


less strikingly colored than the 
males. "They do, however, usually 
have some trace of distinctive- col- 
oring on the wing patch or specu- 
lum. 
If your duck is in the bag 


and you want to know what you've 
got, first examine the hind toe. I 
there is no flap on the toe you have 
a surface feeding duck. This wouk 
make it a mallard, black duck 
baldpate, green or blue winged teal 
cinnamon teal, 
pintail, gadwall 


shovcler or wood duck. 


It is important to know

ducks so that you will not breal 
the hunting laws. Wood duck an 
protected in Minnesota and mos 
states, but canvasbacks, redheads 
ruddy ducks and bufflcheads whicl 
were protected last year may b< 
shot this season.

Beds, Sleep and Dreams 


I—ANCIENT BEDS 


One of the odd things I have seen 


in my travels is an old-time bed- 
room in Norway. Over the bed was 
a rope, and the guide said, "That 
rope was used by the person who 
slept in the bed. In early morning, 
when he was tired and drowsy, he 
would reach for the rope, and pull 
himself up." 


More than once in my life. I have 


felt the need of such a rope. In the 
early morning, we may say to our- 
selves, "Just a minute more with 
eyes closed," but before we know 
it the minute has stretched into 
a half hour, or even an hour. Some 
folks call that "the beauty steep.' 
It may be a good thing if it doesn't 
make us late for school or for 
work. 


In the Stone Age, people no 


doubt slept on leaves or moss, or 
on the hides of slain animals. Later 
came the bed. a piece of rurni- 
ture. 


Egypt was a pioneer country in 


many ways, and perhaps the first 
wooden beds were made there five 
or six thousand years ago. Eight 
beds from King Tut's tomb are to 
b<» seen today in Cairo. 


King Tut lived about 3,300 years 


ago. and in his day the Egyptians 
knew how to make fine-locking 
beds. The framework of one of 
those in the museum is of ebony. 
Another is of wood covered with 
gold leaf, and a third is gold-plat- 
ed. 


In the Bible are a 
few 
linesi 


which mention beds among the an-1 
cient'Hebrews or Jews. In one p'ace 
we read. "I have decked my bed 
with coverings of tapestry, with 
carved works, and with fine Hi en of 
Egypt." In the New Testament. Je 
sus says, "Take up thy bed and 
walk." 


From time to time, people in 


Palestine really did pick up their 
beds. The "beds" were matticsscs 
stuffed with straw or something 
else of the sort, and could be car- 
ried from place to place. 


When Homer's poems were com- 


posed, the Greeks had beds of two 
main kinds. The poor slept on hides 
spread over the floor, but the weal- 
thy had blankets on which to rest 
Later the Greeks learned to make 
mattresses stuffed with wo'-l or 
feathers, and sometimes a mattress 
was laid on a bed with a wooden 
framework. 


Relics found in Pompeii gn'e us 


a clear idea of the beds usec1 by 
some of the ancient Romans. These 
beds date back close to 1,900 years 
The framework of one of the-n isi 
seven and a half feet long, fourj 
feet wide, and 17 inches high. 


Walnut wood was employe-I for 


the framework of some Roman beds 
Others were made partly, or entire- 
ly, of bronze. The Romans had pil- 
lows as well as mattresses, blank- 
ets and sheets. Some of the pil- 
lows were stuffed with down tak- 
en from swans or geese.

Explains Student, 
Teacher Program 


Austin Christ Is Speaker 


At Holy Name Break- 


fast Meeting 


New London—The administration 


of the yearly program at New Lon- 
don High school was the subject of 
a talk by Austin F. Christ, principal 
of Washington High school, at a 
communion breakfast of the Holy 
Name society at the parish hall of 
the Most Precious Blood church 
yesterday 
mornfhg. The speaker 


described the planning of the stu- 
dent and teacher program, how it 
is carried out, and explained the 
tests and guidance given students. 


The high schools, with the excep- 


tion of the larger ones, can oniy 
offer the fundamentals in any sub- 
ject. Mr. Christ explained. The 
training of students for a specific 
job or trade must be left to the vo- 
cational school or higher special- 
ized institutions, he said. 


The New London High school 


program allows two courses, he said, 
one to prepare students academi- 
cally for college or university, or 
the more practical vocational sub- 
jects for those who plan to go to 
work after leaving high school. 


Outlines Progress 


In 1925, he said, the New London 


school in the old building enrolled 
280 students, engaged 12 teachers 
and did not offer typewriting, sten- 
ography, bookkeeping, chemistry, 
agriculture, physical education or 
full time band work which &re 
available now. This year there are 
492 pupils enrolled with 18 teachers, 
representing an increase of 73 per 
cent in enrolment and 50 per cent 
in the teaching staff. There are 84 
classes conducted every day, 14 in 
progress every hour with an aver- 
age class of 30 pupils. 


The principal stressed the im- 


portance of regular attendance at 
classes, absence meaning a loss of 
study to students and dollars to 
taxpayers, and reported that the 
New London school compared fav- 
orably with others with an average 
daily attendance of 90 per cent. 


Standardized state tests are giv- 


en to compare the progress of New 
London students with those over 
the state and at the beginning of 
each year students are encouraged 
to take those subjects they like best 
and are best most capable of car- 
rying. Many adjustments are made 
during the first few weeks of school.
